dent at Bray last year, C. G. Neill, a 
Belfast driver, whose Bugatti was one of 
the fastest cars in the race, turning over 
his machine at Montore betid. 

This bend is a really decevtive part of 
the coutse. It is fast, with the course 
running downhill; but the bend is longer 
than a driver going into it for the first 
time is likely to expect, and, in addition, 
he finds that the camber is “ against 
him.” “The drivers in to-morrow’'s race 
have been well warned about Montore, 
and it is to be hoped that no accidents 
will occur there to-morrow. 

Montore, however, is only one of the 
corners which promise excitement.

One neweomer is P. Dwyer, of Cahir, 
Co. Tipperary, but as his car is possibly 
the most up-to-date model in the race— 
being a 3.3 litre Bugatti of this year's 
manufacture—he cannot be regarded by 
any means as a driver to be lightly 
regarded. As a matter of fact, it is his 
intention to compete in this year’s Tourist 
Trophy race on the Ards Circuit of Co. 
Down, for which the Bray ‘race is 
scheduled for qualifying experience. 

Another newcomer is W. A. McQuillan, 
who will be the only Bray man in the 
race, 

His car is rather an old one, and he has 
been put on the limit mark, with a start 
of ten laps from the scratch men. 

The latter were to have been Austin Dob- 
son and A. C. Dobson, two brothers from 
England. They had been handicapped to 
average about 60 miles per hour, and as 
their cars were capable of over 130 m.p.h., 
it will be appreciated how seriously the 
Bray course curtails speed. Ín their 
absence G. F. Manby-Colegrave will be the 
virtual scratch man. 

R. B. 8. Le Fanu, last year’s winner, 
is to drive an Adler car, sent especially 
from Germany for this race.

CONSPIRACY 


The three defendants were found guilty of 
conspiracy, between December 14, 1833, and 
January 1, 1934, to defraud by inducing 
certain people to apply for or pay for shares 
in Associated Engineering Industries, Ltd. 
McDonnell and Lyons were found guilty of 
causing money to id by false pretences. 
Lyons was found guilty of obtaining money 
by false pretences, and Lyons and Farrell 
were found guilty of causing money to be paid 
into the company by false pretences, 

The chief grounds for the applications to 
appeal against the sentences were that the 
verdict was against the veight of evidence, 
and that the judge was wrong in directing the 
jury. , 

An application for bail, pending the hearing 
of the appeal, was refused, 

Mr. H. McCarthy, K.C., with Mr. R. 
Hogan (instructed by Mr. M. Kiernan) for

STATE OF HEALTH 


Judge Davitt said that in connection with 
Mr. Farrell hextook into account his age and

Mr. Charles W. Guest, P.C. (Managing 
Director of the City of Dublin Insurance Com- 
pany) and Mr. P. T. Montford (Chairman) 
gave evidence of character for Farrell, who, 
they said, had been an honest, upright man 
while they knew him.

A DISTASTEFUL TASK 


Judge Davitt, in passing the sentences, said 
that he never before had such a distasteful 
task to perform, but he had a duty to dis- 
charge in a case of this sort. An outstanding 
feature of the evidence was that a number of 
people were swindled who were unemployed, 
and had Jost any savings which they had 
gathered during periods of employment. 
Nothing could reduce the seriousness of that 
class of conduct. It was detestable and con- 
temptible to use the hunger of people for 
employment to take their money from them, 
but he had no desire to be vindictive or 
drastic. 

When the prisoners had been removed, his 
lordship remarked that the case was an ex- 
traordinarily heavy one. The police officers 
concerned had done their work verv well. He 
commended Detective Sergeant M. O'Neill 
and Detective Officers L. Carey and 'T, Cryan 
for their conduct in the investigation of the

cannot be beaten for sheer beauty and ex- 
citement. That is the Alpine pass-road. 
The motorist who has never set his car at 
a mountain has missed one of the greatest 
thrills in a motorist’s life. Throw a piece 
of white tape into the air and let it lie as ib 
falls; then set your imagination to work fill- 
ing in the gradients and glaciers, the torrents 
and tunnels, the snowy peaks and wild 
gorges, and banked-up hair-pin bends—and 
you have a hazy idea of an Alpine pass- 
road in theory. But these mountain routes, 
especially in Switzerland, cannot. be dismissed 
so lightly. From. whatever point of view one 
considers them—from that of the engineer, 
the motorist, the lover of Nature, or the mere 
sightseer—they are an experience that will 
not quickly be forgotten. The St. Gotthard 
read is perhaps the most interesting of all, 
if only because of the astounding view one 
obtains of the whole tortuous route ene has 
covered, The actual road is 22 miles long 
from Goschenen to Airolo, and its altitude 
6,935 feet. The gradient is pretty stiff in 
parts, but never excessive, and, though the 
bends look like a sneed-hog’s mightmare, 
there is always a wide swing with plenty of 
clearance. Near the summit there are several 
small lakes, among them the Lucendrfo, a 
clear expanse of green set amid snow-peaks 
and glaciers. One or two of the former rise 
to nearly 10,000. feet. After Airolo the road 
winds down again into the valleys-and lake 
districts of the Ticino, and here the contrast 
between Alpine North and semi-tropical

£3,000,C00 was accumulated. Both of 
these have to be met from Northern Ire- 
land resources over a périod of about 30 
vears, when it is expected it will be 
liquidated. . But if the unemployment 
funds had not been divided there would 
have been no oceasion for such drastic 
demands upon Northern Ireland's limited 
resources. ae 

In the Budget statement for the year 
1933-34 a sum of £9,000 was given as 


the Northern unemployment insurance 
fund. Jn .the past year nothing was 
estimated from this souree, but in the 
coming vear, under the new arrangement, 
£645,000 appears as a contribution from 
Britain. Without this sum, ‘and the 
£150,000 which he has taken from reserves, 
and £26,000 net appropriation from the 
road fund, Mr, Pollock would have had 
to make up a deficit of over £800.000 to 
halance his Budget. Fortunately for the 
Northern taxpayer the British Exchequer 
is coming to the rescue, All this financial 
adjustment would he unnecessary if there 
was an enuitable financial arrangement 
between Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain, a pooling of revenue. and an 
allocation to Northern Treland of its share 
on a population basis. 


The Transport Bill 


The new Road and Railway Transport 
Bill will probably not have an easy 
sea through the Northern Parliament. 

he Ulster Farmers’ Union has protested 
emphatically against the measure, and it 
is Opposed by the Belfast Chamber of 
Trade. and other business organisations.

Even before the 
Duke of Abercorn was appointed Governor 
of Northern Ireland the Duchess, by her 
gracious and charming personality, had 
won the hearts of the people of the pro- 
vince, and particularly in Belfast and 
Londonderry. She devotes herself to the 
service of many noble and deserving 
causes. There .are few hospitals or 
charitable movements in the North which 
she has not helped. Another instance of 
her desire to help is that she will per- 
form. the opening céremony of the new 
Jubilee Maternity Hospital at the Belfast 
Infirmary at the end of the month. As 
Chief Gyide Commissioner in Ulster, the 
Duchess of Abercorn has evinced a con, 
stant interest in youth organisations in 
the province. 


A Royal Residence 


The hope expressed Ly the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast in his address of welcome to 
the Duke of Gloucester, that a Royal 
residence might be established in Northern 
Ireland, is not a new suggéstion. It has 
been put forward on many occasions, and, 
while it would give great satisfaction, to 
the vast majority of the population. 
irtespective of creed or Class, it 1s a pfo- 
posal that is not likely to be carried out 
so long as there is the least suggestion 
that anything of the kind might be re- 
garded by any considerable section of the 
pulation as possessing a political 
avour. Perhaps the Duke of Gloucester 
may be a future Governor of Northern 
Ireland, and as Earl of Ulster he would 
be welcomed. 


An Aircraft Factory 


Negotiations have been proceeding with 
the Bellanca Aircraft Company oí 
America, which is anxious; to establish an 
aircraft factory in the British Islés in view 
of the possible expansion of the ait forces. 
A representative of the firm has been 
examining sites at Cardiff. Dublin, and 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. It is syggested that 
the choice may fall upon Belfast, as the 
Air Force and War Office authorities sre 
anxious to establish any new factories as 
far away as possible from the danger zone 
of air attack in the South and East of 
England. Messrs. Harland and Wolff also 
are considering the re-establishment of air- 
craft construction. During the War they 
built over one thousand large aeroplanes 
at Belfast, and a special aircraft factory 
at Aldergrove. They have all the equip- 
ment for building not only aeroplanes, but 
also engines for them if necessary.- In 
view of these possible developments it is 
to be hoped that every effort will be made 
to hurry forward the construction of an 
aerodrome alongside the Belfast Harbour.

The Bishop of Ossory (Dr. Day) presided 
at the annual general meeting of the Church 
Missionary Society, which was held at 35 
Molesworth street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The report and statement of accounts, as 
read by the Hon. Secretary, stated that the 
financial returns for the year were very 
encouraging. The auditors stated that the 
remittances from the Dublin office to the 
London office had increased by about £3,600 
over those for the preceding year. ‘There

£1,000 of the increase. 

The Society had 68 hospitals, 120 welfare 
centres, and 20 leper colonies, where tha 
benefits of modern medicine were given to 
thousands of patients yearly, and increased 
support for them was urgently needed.

| all means, must find careful and deserving 
cultivators; and who are more deserving, 
or more likely to work hard, than the 
occupants of the Gaeltacht, who have 
learned their trade by harsh experience? 
The..experiment. is being conducted with 
thoroughness. Not only land and a house, 
but. essential stock and equipment, are 
provided’ for every family ; an instructor is 
‘present to advise them concerning. the 
cultivation of the unfamiliar soil, and 
provision is made for the education and 
entertainment of the children. One 
trouble, which is not mentioned in the 
official, statement; lies in the average 
‘countryman’s disinclination to change his 
surroundings. To many of the old people 
who have. been  transplanted—as a 
poignant ‘sketch in a Dublin periodical 
showed recently—this separation from the 
home ‘of their youth, and of their fathers, 
even toa. better region: and fairer 
‘prospects, must“be a severe blow. Some of 
them never had been ‘previously more than 
a few miles from their Gaeltacht holdings, 
and to such people the omnibuses that car- 
ried them from Connaught to. Leinster 
must have appeared almost in the light 
of the emigrant ship. The young people, 
however, will have forgotten the Gaeltacht, 
and: to them: the-change will: be nothing 
but a boon. With :the Government's 
second purpose we have less sympathy. 
Its idea is that the transplanted families 
shall act as missionaries of the 
language. They are all Irish speakers, and

A Salutary Lesson 


Last: Tuesday was a, day .of tribulation 
for many of the motorists in Budapest.

An 
idea in the manufacture is the possibility 
of having interchangeable filter containers, 
so that, in the case of the invention of a 
new. gas, the normal filter may be 
exchanged for the appropriate antidote. 


A Menace to Aeroplanes 


Lord Mottistone, in the course of yester- 
may s debate in the House of Lords on re- 
organisation of the defence services, mén- 
tioned. that there. was a little machine— 
whose. cost runs into four figures—which 
makes it very awkward for any aeroplane 
to keep a straight course. It appears that 
the machine is a predictor, and, as soon 
as it hears an aeroplane; it works out its 
exact. position, doing in two or. three 
seconds .calculations which, normally take 
three-quarters of an hour. It is attached 
to a machine-gun, and registers the posi- 
tion at which a projectile and the hostile 
aeroplane should meet. Its cost is between 
£2,000 and £3,000.

The following communication to the agreement which,shall be terminable: on 


Secretary of the Dublin Trades - Union

Marshal Pilsudski is 
through the night on the way to Cracow 
for burial, two distinguished mourners, 
following. in a sleeping car night express, 
are planning the next moves in a political 
game of chess. 

They are General Hermann Goering, 
Hitler’s chief subordinate, and M. Pierre 
Laval, France’s suave Foreign Minister. 
The prize they seek is military alliance 
with Poland. At present M. Laval looks 
like winning. : 

When ‘their train gets to Cracow early 
to-morrow General Goering may extend 
the rumoured invitation to M. Laval to 
visit Berlin. 

Principal events lying behind the 
‘rivalry for Polish affection are M. Laval’s 
recent trip to Moscow and Marshal 
Pilsudski’s death. According to general 
opinion here, M. Laval and the other 
French. delegates who went to Moscow have 
been astonished by the display of military 
might which the Soviets showed them. 
Now that M. Laval is in Poland again, 
everyone is certain that he is taking the 
opportunity of emphasising to the Poles 
that Moscow and Paris combined make far 
more valuable allies than Berlin. 

He hopes to woo Poland from her pre- 
carious friendship with Hitler. The news 
of the Soviet-Czechoslovak agreement will 


help him. 


FRIENDS OF FRANCE 
Marshal Pilsudski has always been the 
great opponent of an alliance with Soviet 
Russia. While the dead statesman’s 
friends on the Polish General Staff may 
still want to maintain friendship with 
Germany and hostility to Russia, they 
may be forced away from it by the many 
friends of France among high army 
officers. i 
Popular opinion here is certainly pro- 
French, led, as it is, by the Jews, who 
play a large part in the Polish public life 
and are naturally anti-Hitlerite. Polish 
culture has more in common with France 
than with Germany, 
the most Catholic country in Europe. 

If M. Laval.gets his expected invita- 
tion, he may go to Berlin in a month or 
so. His position when he sits down to 
talk to Herr Hitler will clearly be much 
stronger if, by that time, Germany seems 
to be losing part of Poland’s friendship.

Being the leader of the 
Agrarian Party, this outstanding states- 
man became the head of the whole coali- 
tion, and guided his strong party to 
outgrow their mere party interests. 
In the last decade there were no sub- 
stantial changes in the formation of the 
Government coalition. | 


SEVENTEEN PARTIES 


In the next Parliament there will again 
be as many as seventeen political parties. 
But this large number of parties does not 
in any way affect the smooth working of 
the Government, as the principal groups 
always form a coalition, very often vai 
merging their party interests to secure 
harmony. 
According to the Czechoslovak Constitu- 
tion, the right to vote in elections to the 
House of Deputies (300 seats) is extended 
equally to men and women who have 
attained the age of twenty-one years, and, 
in the case of elections to the Senate (150 
seats), to men and women who have 
reached the age of twenty-six years. 


1 to Parliament by any particular party 


of votes recotded for that party. 
Each party, or coalition of parties, puts 
forward a list of candidates, and it is for 
these lists (and not for individual candi- 
dates) that the electors vote. The number 
of seats in each constituency is divided 
into the total number of votes recorded 
there, and,the result gives the ‘‘ electoral 
number,” that is, the number of votes 
required for the election of one member. 
As many times as a party secures this 
electoral number, so many seats does it 
obtain, and they are allotted to the candi- 
dates in the order in which their names 
appear on the party’s list. 


AN EXAMPLE 


To. illustrate this by an example, if a 
constituency is supposed to elect twenty 
‘members and a total of 400,000 votes is 
polled there, a party which obtains one- 
tenth of the votes secures two of the seats, 
whereby the first two candidates on the 
party’s list are elected. There is generally 
a remainder of votes after the seats 
have been allotted, and each party’s 
‘“‘~mainders’’ in all the constituencies 
are added together, and thus enable the 
party to secure further seats. 

The strongest parties are the Farmers, 
the Two Labour Parties, and the Catholic 
Party. The Germans, who comprise 22.3 
per cent. of the population, received in 
the last general election 22.4 per cent. of 
all votes polled, and hold 22 per cent. of 
all seats in Parliament. 
The Socialist and non-Socialist votes are 
virtually equal, and yet the struggle for 
supremacy between these groups loses a 
good deal of its practical significance. owing 
to the fact that parties from both groups 
are combined in the coalition. 


NO BITTERNESS 


In the electoral campaign preceding the 
forthcoming elections, there is no display 
of bitterness between the various parties, 
and it is evident that everyone is aware 
of the necessity, under the present dis- 
turbed conditions in Europe, of united 
action for the welfare of the country. - It 
is presumed that the elections, which will 
take place to-morrow, will not bring about 
any major change, and the composition. of 
the Government majority will remain un- 
affected.

GALE AT LIMERICK 


COBHAM AIR DISPLAY 
POSTPONED 


A gale, reaching at times a velocity of 
between forty and fifty miles an hour, 
prevailed at Limerick yesterday. Flying, 
so far as passengers were concerned, 
became impossible, and, to the disappoint- 
ment of large numbers, Sir Alan Cobham 
was forced to abandon his proposed air 
display at Ballycummin Aerodrome. Sir 
Alan’s machines had flown from Water- 
ford ig the morning; last night it was 
decided to proceed to Cork. 

Reports from the provinces generally 
tell of storms, accompanied by heavy 
showers of rain and hail and snow. Much 
damage has been done to fruit trees and 
to the corn and other crops. 

At Cork City there was bright weather, 
with occasional slight falls of snow. In 
the Dunmanway district a strong north- 
easterly wind prevailed, and there were 
periodic bursts of sunshine; the recent 
night frosts, however, have affected local 
gardens. Bantry seems to have been 
swept by something like a whirlwind and 
by heavy showers of hail and snow. 
Trawlers were unable to put to sea, and 
it was found desirable to remove the 
smaller boats to safer berthage. 

Crops and fruit trees in the Thomastown 
and South Kilkenny area have suffered 
from the snow and sleet. 

The County Tipperary farmers express 
grave fears for the future of their crops. 
The Galtee Mountain-tops are covered 
with snow, the pastures are affected, and 
all kinds of vegetation are imperilled. 
Like accounts of damaged crops come 
from Loughrea, in the West, while excep- 
tionally heavy snowfalls are reported from 
Bailieborough, County Cavan, and from 
districts of the County Meath. 

The gale at Buncrana and along the 
whole coast of North Donegal has been so 
fierce that shipping and fishing operations 
are said to be at a standstill.

Mr. M. Lombard, -Secretarv, Dublin 
United Tramways Company, sent the “fol- 
lowing letter yesterday to Mr. John Ley- 
don, Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, Upper Merrion street, Dublin :— 

Dear Sir,—Replying to your letter of 
to-day, enclosing settlement proposals put 
forward by the Minister. and to your 
further letter of this evening, conveying 
intimation of the acceptance of them by 
the vote of the men on strike, Í am to say 
that my directors—in view of the many 
public interests seriously affected by the 
stoppage of transport services—have de- 
cided to accept the Minister's ‘proposals, 
now endorsed by the men. My directors 
have only arrived at this decision with 
considerable hesitation. 

So that no misapprehension, now or in 
the future, may arise as to their attitude 
in relation to these proposals, I am to 
stress that the total annual cost of the 
concessions involved in the proposals will 
impose an extremely heavy drain on the 
company’s’/-resources, and that the provi- 
sion for negotiations for further burden of 
expenditure is, therefore, at the present 
moment most unlikely to prove, in any 


degree, fruitful. Indeed. it is very 
probsble that passenger fares 
will have to be — increased to 


provide even the necessary funds to meet 
the expense arising out of the present 
settlement proposals. This undesirable 
necessity obviously comes into closer 
proximity owing to the ill effects of the 
strike on the company’s revenues during 
the past three months, and to the per- 
manent loss of future receipts caused by 
the extended use of private motor cars 
and bicycles and by the substantial diver- 
sion of suburban passenger traffic to the 
railways. 


Referring to the details of the proposals, 


it is taken as definitely agreed that the 
grant of 7ls. weekly in Clause (1) to a 
limited number of ‘bus drivers is to apply 
to these individuals only, and is not to 
extend hereafter to others. or to con- 
stitute ground for a demand for an aill- 
round advance to that figure. 
It is assumed that the wages of "bus 
conductors as set out in Clause (2) and of 
washers and greasers as set out in Clause 
(4) (a) and (b) will depend on years of 
service in this company’s employment 
oniy. 
It is also understood that the "bus agree- 
ment provided for in Clause (3) is to deal 
solely with the assimilation of the con- 
ditions of employment (bunt not wages) of 
"bus conductors and drivers and of tram 
conductors and drivers. 
I am to add that my directors deprecate 
the terms of Clauses (9) and (10), which 
seem to imply, unwarrantably, that he

The new rates, although divided into 
five steps, mean that at the-end of t'te

Mr. McGuckin said that Abrahamson, on 
the death of his wife in Glasgow, came to 
Dublin and died while an application to 
allow him to remain in the Irish Free State 
was being considered by the Department for 
External Affairs... He was a Pole, and, as far 
as could be ascertained, he had left no next- 
of-kin except Mrs, Jackson, a sister of his 
wife, who claimed half a share of his pro- 
perty,.to which she contended she was en- 
titled under Scottish law. 

The praperty in aren was value for 
about £2, and included a deposit receipt 
for £1,900, Mr.. Katz claimed the property, 
which he said was given to him for his own 
personal use before Abrahamson’s death, 


SCOTTISH LAW 


asked for a grant of administration, stated 
that Mr. Abrahamson left Scotland in a 
panic because the income tax authorities there 
were “‘after”’ him regarding under-state- 
ments with reference to his income tax re- 
turns. He realised all his pony there, 
which amounted to about £4,000, and had 
that money when he went to Dublin. Under 
Scottish law half of this sum should go to 
her as his late wife’s rext-of-kin.
